| STRONGER THAN TNT 
MADE OF RADIUM 


| Invention Made by Former 
Army Officer Kept a 
Secret.

PASADENA, Cal., May 26.—A 
new explosive, of which radium is 
an important ingredient today was 
reported by military professors of 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, to have shown itself to be 
30 per cent more powerful than 
TNT and 15 per cent more effec- 
tive than commercial dynamite, in 
official’ tests conducted at the col- 
lege. 

Tests of the explosive, which 
was invented by Capt. H. R. Zim- 
mer of Los Angeles, former army 
officer. were conducted by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel L. M. Adams, pro- 
fessor of military science at the 
institute. An ounce of each of 
the three explosives was placed 
in three separate lead jars, and 
their comparative power 
mined by measuring the expan- 
siens created by the explosions. 

Capt. Zimmer refused ‘to allow 
the institute scientists to «nalyze 
the explosive, declaring he thought 
the War Department might -wish 
to maintain secrecy of its formula.

Nearly 13 hours 
before that Gen. Nobile, com- 
manding the expedition, reported 
that the Italia was 100 miles north 
of Moffen Island, one of the 10rth- 
ernmost points of the‘ Spitzbergen 
archipelago, and 75 miles from 
Kings Bay. It is estimated that 
the Italia carries fuel enough to 
last 85 or 80 hours and that the 
‘supply would be exhausted at 
10:40. p. m. today (3:40 St. Louis 
time).
